OXFORD HILLS AREA 
DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION 
The Oxford Hills Area Development 

Corporation had a busy, successful year 
during 1976. We were able to assist in the 
establishment of two new industries into 
the Oxford Hills Area, and _ provided 
assistance to several already existing 
businesses. 

In June, 1976, the Dori Shoe Co. was 
established in a vacant building in South 
Paris. This firm specialized in shoe stit- 
ching. Beginning with seven people, the 
firm now employs approximately twenty 
persons, with additional expansion an- 
ticipated. 

In| November, 1976, the Mecon 
Manufacturing Company purchased a new 
6000 sq. foot building on Pottle Road in 
Oxford. Mecon is in the electronics field 
and does light assembly work on circuit 
breakers, flashers, and other electrical 
components. Starting in December with 
approximately eight people, employment 
has risen to thirty-three at the present. 
Management expects to employ 80-100 
persons at full production. 

In February, 1976, the Development 
Corporation was asked to assist in the 
reorganization of the A.C. Lawrence 
Leather Company plant at South Paris. 
Together with various Federal, State, and 
employee groups, a working agreement 
was made to keep this large employer in 
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our community. A.C. Lawrence is in the 
tanning business and provides jobs for 
approximately 325 people. 

With the new demands that all the area 
towns are facing that require funding, it is 
important that a broad tax base be 
established to provide tax revenues. The 
emphasis of OHADC has been to seek out 
clean, light industries of a non-polluting 
nature that will provide jobs and con- 
tribute to the financial stability of the 
Oxford Hills Community. At the same 
time, we realize that the economic well- 
being of our established industries must be 
protected and encouraged. It is for these 
purposes that our non-profit corporation 
exists. 

Directly or indirectly, the OHADC has 
played a vital role in the location of twelve 
new industries into our area with a com- 
bined total of 680 new job opportunities. 

We thank all the town officers who have 
assisted us this year. Without their help 
and support, it would not have been 
possible to achieve our objectives.

Tri-County Mental Health Services, 
with offices in Rumford and Norway, 
continues to offer mental health coun- 
seling to those in need. During 1976 nearly 
1000 people were seen in our Oxford County 
offices. The number of client visits were 
nearly 4500. Our staff of psychiatric social 
workers, psychologists, alcoholism 
counselors and psychiatrists were also 
quite involved in counseling with area 
schools to provide expertise with children 
having learning and adjustment problems. 

The type of problems we deal with 
varies and our programs are designed to 
meet the specific needs of the individual. 
Our goals include preventing state hospital 
commitment, helping people feel less 
depressed, counseling people who are — 
under pressure from bills, family, jobs. 
Other goals are to teach people how to cope 
with losses in their lives, marital coun- 
seling in an attempt to better the 


relationship, and helping individuals to 
learn to deal with and overcome fears and 
| anxiety. One of our primary goals is to 
work to prevent mental illness, therefore 
we look to help people during the early 
stages of problems. 

_ Each year Tri-County Mental Health 
Services looks to the communities they 
serve in order to financially help support 
our work. As a clinic we seek to keep our 
fees low, therefore each person is assessed 
according to the family income and the 
number of dependents in the family. The 
communities’ contributions help us to keep 
‘these fees low and concomitantly match 
state and federal dollars. 

We have appreciated your town’s 
support in the past and look forward to 
serving you in 1977.

ANDROSCOGGIN HOME 
HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 
ANNUAL REPORT 1976 


For a seventh consecutive year our 
home care services program experienced 
an increase in demand; the result—a 20% 
increase in the volume of _ services 
provided. In the Tri-county region overall, 
47,426 home care visits were provided to 
1,807 individuals. The visits consisted of 
nursing (18,742), physical therapy (839), 
speech therapy (76), homemaker (15,519), 
and home health aide (12,250). 

In Norway 80 patients/clients were 
served by our staff which provided a total 
of 1,918 visits. These visits, by types, were 
nursing (586), physical therapy (20), 
speech therapy (13), home health aide 
(278), and homemaker (1,021). 

In addition to home care, our major 
program, we continued to offer health 
screening and referral services to 
Medicaid eligible children in An- 
droscoggin and Oxford counties. This 
program is provided under contract to the 
Maine Department of Human Services, 
and affects in excess of 5,000 youngsters in 
the two counties. As in previous years, we 
also continued our senior citizen health 
screening program in cooperation with the 
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Western Older Citizen’s Council. Last year 
955 persons were screened, with 25% being 
referred to physicians for diagnostic work. 
In Norway 21 senior citizens received a 
health screening. Additionally, regular 
blood pressure screening clinics were well 
attended by Norway residents. 

Among the more important agency 
developments of the year, two stood out. 
First, a high priority on developing 
physical therapy services resulted in an 
800% increase in that aspect of the home 
care program. Because of the high number 
of stroke, multiple sclerosis and other 
similarly disabling diseases with which we 
come in contact, it was imperative that we 
improve our capacity to provide 
rehabilitative services. Because of the 
great need, we will continue to emphasize 
the growth of this service in 1977. 

Secondly, we found a “‘home” in 1976, 
moving in November from quarters 
outgrown years ago to a larger facility at 
79 Main Street, Auburn. It is an especially 
happy situation in that we obtained needed 
additional space without incurring an 
increase in occupancy costs. 

The end of 1976 also marked completion 
of ten years of service to the Tri-County 
region by this agency. In concluding this 
summary report, it is surely appropriate 
to say that Androscoggin Home Health 
Services is indebted to the people of this 
region, without whose support and en- 
couragement a tenth anniversary might 
never have been. We look forward to 
another challenging decade.

Western Older Citizen’s Council, Inc. formerly known as Project Independence, provides 
services to the elderly of your town. Some are provided directly by W.O.C.C. and some are 
subcontracted to other agencies. Mini-bus transportation is sub-contracted to Western Maine 
Transportation Services, Inc. Home Health Services and Health Screening Clinics are 
subcontracted to Androscoggin Home Health Association. 


From July 1, 1977 through December 31, 1977 214 individuals in your town travelled 7,098 
passenger miles on the mini-bus, 47 individuals received a total of 128 home visits by nurses and 
home aides, 113 individuals were served 675 meals, 204 individuals were helped by the outreach 
workers who made a total of 272 calls, and 0 inviduals volunteered 0 hours through the Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program. The total cost of the above services for the six-month period was 
$7,339. There is no fee required from the individuals served for these services. 


Transportation i is provided at no cost to those 60 years of age and over ona space available basis. 
First priority is given to those who require transportation for medical reasons (doctors visits, 
hospital treatment, etc.). Rides are also given for personal reasons (shopping, cashing checks, “<4 
sites). : 


Hot meals are provided in congregate meal sites throughout the tri-county area for individuals a 
or over, who are able to attend. While no fee is charged, those who wish may makea contribution, 


Outreach by Elder Advocates 1s available through the Information & Referral Program to help 
the Elderly with many types of problems. No fee is charged for this service. ¢

| Tri-County Mental Health Services, with offices in Rumford and Norway, continues to offer 
nental health counseling to those in need. During 1977, 855 people availed themselves of our 
2rvices. The number of client visits were nearly 4,400. Our staff of psychiatric social workers, 
sychologists,alcoholism counselors, and psychiatrists were also quite involved in counseling with 
ea schools to provide expertise with children having learning and adjustment problems. 


The types of problems we deal with varies and our programs are designed to meet the specific 
eeds of the individual. Our goals include preventing state hospital commitment, helping people 
el less depressed, counseling people who are under pressure from bills, family, jobs. Other goals 
e to teach people how to cope with losses in their lives, marital counseling in an attempt to better 
;fne family relationship, and helping individuals to learn to deal with and to overcome fears and 
nxiety. One of our primary goals is to work to prevent mental illness, therefore we look to help 
eople during the early stages of problems. 


Each year Tri-County Mental Health Services looks to the communities they serve in order to 
nancially help support out work. As a clinic we seek to keep our fees low, therefore each person is 
ssessed according to family income and the number of dependents in the family. The communities’ 
nstributions help us to keep the fees low. 


We have appreciated your town’s support in the past and look forward to serving you again in 
978.

ANDROSCOGGIN HOME HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 


In 1977, Androscoggin Home Health Services provided some 58,508 home care visits of various 
mpes to 2,138 residents of the Tri-County area. This represented another 20% increase over the 
revious year, thus continuing a growth trend which began in 1970. Services provided by staff out 
f locations in Auburn, Norway, Rumford and East Wilton included nursing, physical therapy, 
ccupational therapy, speech therapy (limited availability), home health aide and homemaking. 


In Norway 80 individuals received 2,259 home visits. Categorically these were nursing (586), 
hysical therapy (17), occupational therapy (20), home health aide (398), and homemaker (1,238). 


While the home care program relates to a variety of situations and provides a range of potential 
jenefits to patients and those around them, its main purpose it to make possible the optimal 
jidependence of those who utilize it. This may mean something as relatively uncomplicated as 
j2lping an elderly couple remain in their home by providing several hours of visiting homemaker 
*rvice each week. Or it may involve a carefully worked-out plan to help a stroke victim to recovery 
irough a regular home-based physical therapy program. 


As in the past, a majority of patients served by the home health program possess coverage for 
‘rvices, either through publicly supported programs like Medicare and Medicaid, or through 
rivate insurance programs like Blue Cross/Blue Shield. But a large portion of services are 
rovided to patients who are uncovered by either public or private programs, and whose sickness or 
isability often has reduced or eliminated family income. Because of the support provided by 
) Orway and the other municipalities of the region, nearly $300,000 in home care services were 
rovided without charge in 1977. On behalf of the many patients and families who have benefitted

OXFORD HILLS AREA DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION 


The Oxford Hills Area Development Corporation was formed during a period of crises. The 
local shoe industry which was the largest employer in the area had closed leaving hundreds of our 
people unemployed. A handful of concerned citizens solicited for and obtained a small amount of 
money which was used to find industry. Through their efforts an industrial rejuvenation and a 
“CAN Do” attitude was born. 


Due to the structure of the Corporation, approximately three to three and a half million dollars” 
in SBA guaranteed loans were obtained to create from four to five hundred new jobs in the area. 
Due to the Corporation new sites for industry have been and are being constructed. Businesses in 
the area have been able to expand and new firms are expected to move into the area during the 
coming year. The Oxford Hills Area is now talked about both within and out of the State as a 
growing, expanding area. 


We are not however, in the position that affords a complacent attitude about our industry as 
there are no guarantees that a present major industry might not find itself in an untenable position - 
which could again place us in a critical unemployment situation. The desire of OHADC is to 
respect the environment and the quality of life with which we live by obtaining small, clean and 
diversified industries. 


We wish to serve each of our communities in whatever development field that we can; industrial, 
commercial, agricultural or recreational. Jobs in the area affect all of the communities that we serve 
by people working or building homes. 


A constant development program is essential to maintain and improve our employment health. 
The tax dollar used to maintain and operate a community comes from one source, the people. That 
dollar comes from employment without which no community or budget may operate. It is a 
situation similar to the chicken or the eggs. Without the chicken there will be no egg, without 
employment there will be no chicken.

The program 
Pprovides Job Training, Work Experience, Counseling, and Job Development with non-profit 
organizations and businesses for unemployed and economically disadvantaged people. SPEDY 
provides summer jobs for economically disadvantaged youths ages 14-21.

Home Repair and Weatherization projects are done by OCCS carpenter crews, with special 
lemphasis on elderly and emergency applicants.

\processing home loans, loan counseling, rent location, and cooperative work with the Maine State 
‘Housing Authority for low income and elderly housing. Special Crisis Intervention was a program 
lof paying outstanding fuel bills from last winter for economically disadvantaged people. While this 
jreport states the number served as persons, this actually represents families. It must be recognized 
jthat housing work for these families helps many more people than stated here. 


ICHILDREN’S SERVICES: 29 persons served; $37,650.00 expended. 


OCCS, through its purchase of the former Swift River School, has been able to open a Head 
Start Center in Roxbury to serve the Northern Oxford County communities. This program is for 
ifour years olds from economically disadvantaged families and is designed to provide the type of 
|pre-school education and experience which most children receive prior to attending public school, 
jbut which is often lacking in low-income families. There is a medical/dental/mental health 
program for the children as well as educational and social activities. Parent involvement in the 
jprogram is also essential and quite often rehabilitative, providing low-income parents an 
Opportunity to become better parents. 


/OUTREACH INFORMATION & REFERRAL SERVICES: 462 persons served; $4,620 
expended. 


The Outreach Worker is an essential link between the services provided by OCCS and other 
jagencies and the unmet needs of economically disadvantaged people. People such as the-elderly, 
handicapped, shut-ins, and illiterates need a helping hand sometimes in order to make an effort to 
help themselves.

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TO: PLANNING BOARD AND THE CITIZENS OF NORWAY 


During 1977, the Planning Board met with regularity and worked on its assigned duties. 


In November the Board adopted new regulations for their guidance in the review of sub-division 
applications. These regulations, which were developed by the 208 Water Quality Program of the 
Androscoggin Valley Regional Planning Commission (AVRPC) supercede the York Model 
regulations under which the Board had worked for the past several years. We feel that these 
regulations will be much easier to work with and will adequately serve the Board, should the Town 
be faced with intensive development. They will also make application easier for the sub-divider. 


According to State law, a public hearing was held prior to the adoption of these regulations. To 
the dismay of the Board, not a single citizen of the Town attended the hearing. Copies of the 
regulation, with apropriation forms for administration, were supplied by AVRPC at nominal cost 
to the Town. 


The Board is working on a Site Plan Review Ordinance. Such and ordinance will allow direction 
and growth of the Town until such time as a zoning ordinance is enacted. Work will continue on 
this (site plan review) and hopefully an ordinance can be presented, for Town consideration, during 
1978, together with a comprehensive plan which is also under development. 


Statiscally, during 1977 the Board: 
Held 2 public hearings 
Reviewed and approved 4 sub-divisions 
Reviewed and approved 25 non-residential building permits 
Met a total of 21 times, 3 of which were attended by staff members of AVRPC 


The Board also met informally, on several occasions with various people who desired 
clarification or assistance regarding shoreland zoning, the state sub-division law or the non- 
residential building permits. 


The Board also met jointly with the Town Manager and Board of Selectmen on several occasions 
and we would like to express our appreciation for their continued cooperation and support. 


In summation, the year 1977 shows a contined growth of the Town and it is the Board’s hope and 
desire to influence this growth in a way which is in the best interests of the Town.

The year of 1978 wasn’t the best year that the Norway Police Department ever 
had, as we were plagued by many types of accidents. It all started when I fell and 
hurt my back in December of 1977. This fall caused me problems well into July of 
1978. 


In late August we had more problems when Sargent Millett hurt his back and was 
unable to perform any duty until late January of 1979. 


Also in late August Sargent DeNormandie was ina motorcycle accident that lost 
him to the department until late October. 


With the loss of full time men due to accidents and one full time man, Sgt. 
Herrick, to Carrick Motors. Needless to say this put a great burden on the spare 
men. Even with this great burden, the spare men came through and held the 
department together. 


On August 31 we were able to obtain Officer Thomas Collins under the CETA 
program. Tom was trained by the full time and part time men of the department and 
has proven that he is going to make an excellent police officer. 

Donald Guilford came to the department on September 4th from the Oxford 
County Sheriffs Department. I was fully aware of Don’s capabilities when I hired 
him so I wasn’t surprised when he performed so well. In the summer Don plans to 
set up some programs for the juveniles in the Norway Area and he plans to have the 
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help of the entire department to accomplish them. 


October started the same way as the rest of the year had, Officer Mason was 
called to an unattended death which he understood to be a family dispute and he 
was passing the Universalist Church he lost control of the Nova cruiser due to the 
large amount of water on the road. He hit a car owned by Douglas Myers that was 
parked. Stewart ended up on the lawn beside the Universalist church parsonage. 
The Nova was a total loss. 


Just two days after Mason’s accident, Officer Collins parked the Fire cruiser in 
the parking lot of Swan Supply to watch traffic. Kevin Roche of Woburn, 
Massachusettes pulled into the parking lot and got out of his truck to ask for 
directions and while he was out of the truck, it rolled into the front fender of the fire 
car causing about two hundred dollars damage. 


On October 14 Officer David Daniels was trying to burn the candle at both ends 
due to the lack of manpower on the police department. As he was proceeding south 
on Main St. he failed to make the turn onto Paris St. and hit a car operated by 
James Rowe head-on. Thank God, no-one was injured. 


Ernest Dunham went to the Criminal Justice Academy on September fifth and 
graduated twelth in a class of 39 on November 22. We are very proud of Sargent 
Dunham for the great job that he did at the academy. 

On December 22 my brother was killed in a train accident in Oxford and I want 
to thank all of my friends for their sympathy. I shall miss him very much. 

The year ended on a very sad note for my department when Timmy Willard lost 
his life in South Paris. Timmy was a fine young police officer and the Norway 


Police Dept. would like to express our deepest sympathy to his family and to the 
Paris Police Dept. 


As a final note I would like to express my own personal thanks to the town 
manager, board of selectmen, all law enforcement organizations in the area and 
especially the great bunch of men that belong to my department. —

ANNUAL REPORT: JULY 1977 - JUNE 1978 
TRI-COUNTY FAMILY DAY CARE 


Tri-Country Family Day Care, (TCFDC) is the name of the Family Day Care 
Program operating out of Diocesan Human Relations Services, District II, 
Lewiston, Maine since 1974. Originally designed to serve families from 
Androscoggin, Oxford and Franklin Counties, it discontinued service to Franklin 
County when the Sweatt-Winter Day Program assumed that role in 1976. The 
Program is contracted to serve children ages infancy to thirteen who live in 
Androscoggin and Oxford Counties and bordering towns as appropriate. The 
majority of the children served are ages 2 - 6. 


From July 1, 1977 to June 1, 1978, TCFDC served 88 different shia from 17 
different Communities. Thirty-four children were from seven towns in 
Androscoggin County (4 from Greene, 10 from Lisbon, 2 from Leeds, 8 from 
Sabattus, 4 from Auburn, 4 from Turner, 2 from Durham); fifty-three children 
from nine towns in Oxford County (5 from Bethel, 22 from Rumford, 11 from 
Paris, 4 from Mexico, 5 from Norway, | from Oxford, | from Dixfield, 2 from West 
Paris, 2 from Andover) and one child from the town of Harrison, officially in 
Cumberland County, but bordering the town of Norway. 


During the fiscal year, the licensed Family Day Care Homes were located in 
Bethel, Rumford (2), Mexico, Peru, Norway (2), Paris, Turner, Sabattus (2), Leeds, 
Greene (2), Lisbon (2) and Durham. 


PATHWAYS, INC. 


Pathways, Inc. provides: casework and counseling to the families of newborns, 
infants, and children with severe birth defects; a pre-school program for disabled 
children: an education program for school-age disabled children; a school for 
trainable mentally retarded children; a comprehensive Vocational Rehabilitation 
program, a sheltered workshop for the severely handicapped and disabled; and an 
Independent Living Skills program. Last year we served three residents of the Town 
of Norway.

~ANDROSCOGGIN HOME HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 


Two Hundred Ninety-six Norway residents were direct beneficiaries of the 
community health programs provided in 1978 by Androscoggin Home Health 
Services. 

Home care, our major program, was provided to 92 individuals during the year. 
These persons received 2,817 home visits which, by types and volume were as 
follow.: professional nursing (723), physical therapy (194), occupational therapy 
(39), home health aide (589), and homemaker (1,272). 


In this program, patients receive physician-directed professional health care at 
home on a part-time, intermittent basis. Persons of all ages, with a wide variety of 
health problems, both chronic and acute, are served. One important goal of the 
program is to provide an effective and desirable alternative to institutional care—to 
enable an “early” discharge from the hospital, or to postpone the necessity for 
nursing home placement. 

While services to many home care patients are financially covered by such 
programs as Medicare, Medicaid, Blue Cross/Blue Shield, or various commercial 
insurance plans, 30% of all home visits we made in the region last year would not 
have been possible without the support of area towns and cities, and the United 
Way of Androscoggin County. In Norway, alone, over $18,600 in home care 
services were made possible by local support. 

In addition to home care, several preventive health programs were provided. 
Through the Early and Periodic Screening, Diagnosis and Treatment (EPSDT) 
program, we directly served 123 children under 21 years of age, and our adult health 
assessment program provided health screenings to 32 senior citizens. In each 
program, the emphasis was on early detection of possible health problems and, 
where indicated, referral for medical diagnosis. Also, along preventive lines, we 
provided low-cost flu shots to 31 senior citizens.

Tri-County Mental Health Services is a non-profit agency whose primary responsi- 
bility is to see individuals, families or others who are dealing with problems of 
living. Tri-County Mental Health Services is also involved with providing 
consultation services to schools, physicians, clergy, and others. It has.also been our 
goal to establish programs in the areas of geriatrics, prevention, probation and 
parole, alcoholism and emergency services. Our agency continues to find the 
requests for services to increase and outstrip available staff time. As such, our 
agency is attempting to focus its primary energy on those needing immediate 
assistance. In 1978, staff in Oxford County saw approximately 995 clients, for a 
total of over 4,390 visits. The number of new clients rose to over 657. 


From the town of Norway, our agency reports over 482 visits to our center. 


Tri-County Mental Health Services appreciates the continued support of our 
agency by the people of Oxford County.

OXFORD HILLS AREA YMCA 


The Oxford Hills Area YMCA expanded its programs & services in 1978. 
Because most of the facilities used by the Y are in Norway and South Paris, most of 
our participants come from these towns. Throughout 1978 there were about 900 
Oxford Hills children and adults who participated in various YMCA activities. One 
third of the children registered were from Norway. 


In 1978 the Y offered children’s programs in dance, crafts, drama, gymnastics, 
pottery, tennis, basketball and swimming. A Spring Vacation program was held. A 
water carnival was held during the summer. Adult programs were offered in fitness, 
disco-excercise, emergency car first aid, and pottery. A tennis tournament was held 
during the summer for adults and kids. A series of disco-dances were held in the 
summer and fall for jr. and sr. high students. A tennis club and stamp club were 
formed. A Rent-A-Youth odd job program was begun. : 


Plans for 1979 include gymnastics, basketball, swimming, disco dances, snow 
shoe hikes, vacation programs, summer programs, as well as the continuation of 
existing clubs and Rent-A-Youth program. The Y is always open to suggestions for 
new programs and for services as our purpose is to serve the recreational and social 
needs in the community.

During 1978 the Planning Board has met with regularity and has tried to fulfill its 
obligations in a satisfactory manner. Our main objective this year was the 
completion and enactment of a Site Plan Review Ordinance. Preparation of the 
Ordinance was completed in the spring and a Public Hearing was held on May 
23rd. It was presented to Town Meeting on June 6th, at which time it was accepted. 


As reported in 1977, this Ordinance is based on a Model developed by the 
Androscoggin Valley Regional Planning Commission. Its purpose is achieve an 
orderly and compatable growth in the Town. Located as we are, on the edge of a 
growth area adjacent to the Maine Turnpike, it behooves us all to see that no undue 
burden is placed upon the Town, either financially or socially. 


The Board has had an opportunity to review several projects under this 
Ordinance. From this experience we feel that the Town can effectively deal with any 
developmental pressure which will arise. 


Two amendments are being presented in the Warrant as the result of our 
experience with the Site Plan Review Ordinance. One is offered (# 55 ) to correct 
an inconsistancy in the original text. The other (# 55 )1s presented in the belief that 
a definite time limit should be placed upon any approval; times change and what is 
acceptable or desirable today may not be acceptable or desirable at some indefinite 
time in the future. 


During the year Board member Thomas Alling found it necessary to resign and 
the Selectmen appointed George W. Rice to serve in his stead. 


Statistically, during 1978, the Board met 24 times, reviewed and approved 
10 building permits, reviewed and approved 2 sub-divisions, reviewed and 
approved 3 site plans, met with Selectmen 2 times, met with Selectmen and Board 
of Appeals | time and conducted 1 public hearing. 


We would again express our appreciation to the Board of Selectmen, to the Town 
Manager, to the Office Staff and particularly to the voters of the Town for their 
support.

The Comprehensive Employment and Training Program for eligible 
economically disadvantaged persons arranges On-The-Job-Training (OJT), Work 
Experience (WE), and Less than Classroom Training (LCT) to prepare adults for 
meaningful, productive, permanent and unsubsidized employment in the public or 
private sectors. 

In addition to the adult program, the Comprehensive system includes a 
component for youth while encouraging participants to stay in school or complete 
their GED if they have dropped out of school. The Youth Employment and 
Training Program operates employment training at various job sites and performs 
counseling for eligible young people ages 16-21. 

During the summer months, OCCS runs SPEDY (Summer Program for 
Economically Disadvantaged Youth). During 9 weeks of summer the program 
places in jobs, trains, and counsels over 200 youth, ages 14-21.

HOUSING SERVICES 


Operating an innovative housing program, Oxford County Community 
Service’s Rural Housing Institute provides weatherization, home repair, energy 
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conservation services, and advocacy. In order to help the elderly and low-income 
alleviate high labor costs for home repair, crews perform work on houses which 
need rehabilitation in order to eliminate hazards to health and safety. A major 
component of the Rural Housing Institute is energy conservation, or 
Weatherization. After performing an energy audit of an eligible client’s house, the 
program provides materials and some labor to aid in winterizing homes with 
repairs or insulation. Conservation of energy results through elimination of heat 
loss. 

The Emergency Energy Assistance Program helped economically disadvantaged 
people to pay past-due energy related bills from last winter.

The Outreach Worker is an essential link between the services provided by 
Oxford County Community Services and other agencies and the unmet needs of 
economically disadvantaged people. People such as the elderly, handicapped, shut- 
ins, and illiterates need a helping hand sometimes in order to make an effort to help 
themselves.

YMCA 


For the Oxford Hills Area YMCA, 1979 was a growing year in terms of both 
programs offered and participation by local people. In December of 1979 we 
petitioned the State YMCA Executive Committee to become a District YMCA. 
On the basis of growth from our beginning in May, 1977 to the present we were 
granted district status. 


Thanks to the town of Norway, in the summer of 1979 we were able to house 
the Y in the recreation building out at Norway Lake. From that building we ran 
all of our summer programs. We look forward to future summers at the Lake; we 
are grateful to Larry Todd and the selectmen for allowing us to use the building, 
and we feel that the adult Y staff provides a positive influence for all the kids who 
use the lake area in the summer. 


Thanks to St. Catherine’s Church, when the cold weather made it impossible 
to stay at the lake, we were able to move to the old school house recently owned 
_ by the Knights of Columbus. This is a great site for us for this winter. 


Of a total of 644 individuals who filled out program registrations in 1979, 249, 
or 38% of the total were Norway residents. These figures do not include 
programs where no attendance was taken. It is clear that we serve an annually 
increasing portion of the Oxford Hills Community. 


Programs offered in 1979 included 9 different swim programs at Hebron 
Academy, basketball, 3 gymnastics programs, a February vacation program in 
Oxford, tennis lessons, Summer Sun Fun at Norway Lake, a travelling craft & 
games program in Norway, Waterford, and West Paris, Adult Fitness & 
Alternative Cooking programs at OHHS, after school floor hockey in Norway 
and West Paris, Adult & Senior Citizen Exercise classes, a pre-school program, 
a Christmas Craft program in Norway. Special events were the Alumni 
Basketball game in March and the Ist Annual Woody Allen Road Race in July. 
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Disco dances were held in the Spring and Summer. The Stamp Club and the 
Singles Club are on-going interest groups. Rent-A-Youth, begun at the end of 
1978, grew considerably and is an on-going program. 

The YMCA staff has been pleased to be able to offer an expanding program 
schedule. There are many areas where programs and services are still needed. We 
look forward to increasing our services in 1980. We welcome both suggestions 
for programs and activities and any volunteer help. The Y can be as strong as the 
community that supports it.

TRI-COUNTY FAMILY DAY CARE 
(DHRS-FAMILY DAY CARE) 


Tri-County Family Day Care has been serving rural Androscoggin and 
Oxford Counties for over five years. It officially merged with its sister Program 
in Waterville October 1, 1979 to become DHRS-Family Day Care, which now 
serves Kennebec and Somerset Counties as well. 

The non-denominational Program serves children of all ages in over 35 
licensed private homes in the four Counties. Each home cares for up to five 
children at any one time. Placements are handled through the DHRS offices in 
Lewiston and Waterville, and all homes are supervised by Agency staff. 

Funding comes through the Federal and State Government, Catholic 
Charities Appeal, the sliding fee scale for parents, and local Towns. One quarter 
of the funding must come from private sources to “capture” the Federal Funds. 

The Program is specifically designed for low-to-middle income working 
parents and children/families with special needs.

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~ANDROSCOGGIN HOME HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 
ANNUAL REPORT 1979 


Three hundred sixty-six Norway residents were direct beneficiaries of the 
several health programs provided in the community during 1979 by 
Androscoggin Home Health Services. These included therapeutic services for 
homebound sick persons and preventive health services for children and adults. 


The home care program served 117 patients who, altogether, received 2,703 
visits by our professional and paraprofessional staff. By type these visits 
consisted of skilled nursing care, 727; physical therapy, 105; speech therapy 1; 
occupational therapy, 22; home health aide, 603; and homemaker service, 1,245. 
Visits are provided ona part time basis and in varying combinations based upon 
patient and family needs. While the program relates to a great variety of 
situations, a major benefit derives from the fact that home care frequently 
enables patients to be appropriately cared for at home rather than in an 
institutional setting. This is important to patients and to taxpayers. 


Thanks to a combination of municipal financial support, an appropriation by 
the Androscoggin County United Way, and federal and state grants which 
depend upon the availability of local “matching” money, we were able to 
subsidize a. total of $19,052 in services to Norway residents. While a slight 
majority of home care visits was covered by Medicare, Medicaid, and private 
insurance, a significant amount of services was required by individuals who were 
either unable to pay, or could meet only a portion of the cost with out-of-pocket 
payments. We endeavor to serve all patients on the basis of need; our capacity to 
do so is determined by the availability of the aforementioned support. 


In addition to home care, we provided health screening and referral services to 
53 adults, mainly over 65, and 196 children under 21. The former program is 
supported almost exclusively by a contract with the Western Older Citizens 
Council, and the latter is entirely financed through a contract with the state 
Medicaid program. The major emphasis in each of these programs is the early 
detection of potential health problems, referral to physicians for diagnosis, and, 
if necessary, subsequent treatment. 


We greatly appreciate the support of Norway residents, not only in 1979, but 
throughout the decade.

TRI-COUNTY MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 


Tri-County Mental Health Services, Inc., is a private, non-profit regional 
mental health service dedicated to strengthening personal and family life. Its 
objective is to provide a comprehensive mental health program which is 
accessible to all individuals and families whether urban or rural within the Tri- 
County area and to promote greater understanding within the community of the 
causes of emotional stress and ways to prevent it. From your town we saw 149 
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people in 1979, with 103 new clients. We are requesting $3,595.00 dollars which 
represents 1.00 dollar per capita. This figure is based on 1979-1980 Maine 
Municipal Directory of Oxford County population. Because of our sliding fee 
scale based on our client’s ability to pay, your town has, in the first Quarter, been 
allowed $1,471.41. This service is an extremely good investment of your tax 
dollars. 


TRI-COUNTY FAMILY PLANNING 
OXFORD COUNTY 


Family Planning continues to provide a wide range of medical, educational 
and social services necessary for individuals to freely determine the number and 
spacing of their children by permitting them to choose one or a combination of 
contraceptive methods that best suit their needs. 


In addition it enables them to reap the principle benefits of reduced infant and 
maternal sickness and death, and improved life chances and emotional well 
being. 

Family Planning is an effective and significant means of entry into the health 
care system for many people. 


It provides screenings for cervical and breast cancer and venereal disease. 
Through pelvic exams, blood tests, blood pressure checks and urinalysis, disease 
symptoms are uncovered that might have otherwise gone undetected until they 
required expensive curative medical care. Pregnancy testing is another of the 
program’s services requested by many along with education material on family 
planning related issues. 


During the year 1979 a total of 854 Oxford County residents benefitted from 
the program’s medical services through 1,785 visits at the Mexico and Norway 
offices, not to mention the many people who benefitted from public 
presentations given by the Health Educator. 


Your support will enable the program to continue at its present level of 
operation in order to decrease the problem of unwanted and unplanned 
pregnancies.

The Site Plan Review Ordinance, adopted in 1978, is a very effective 
instrument from all points of view: 

For the Developer, it is a clear and precise description of the requirements 
of the Town and the Board and insures an even-hand consideration by the 
Board. 
For the Board, it insures all areas needing attention are covered. This in 
turn eases the work of the Board and allows it to make decisions with 
confidence. 
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And finally, for the Town as a whole, it insures that due consideration be 
given to all facets of any proposed development. 


It was most gratifying that the single public hearing held by the Board was so 
well attended. The project involved, Alpine Park, generated some opposition and 
a moderate amount of support. The position of the Board then and now is as 
follows: So long as a developer meets the requirement of applicable codes and 
ordinances and shows the capability of completing the project as presented, they 
have no alternative but to approve the application. Personal, social opinions or 
preferences cannot be a factor. 


During the year, Robert Sallies, a longtime alternate member of the Board, 
felt that he must resign. Bob contributed a great deal to the Board over several 
years. His ability will be missed. Ernest Johnson was appointed, by the 
Selectmen, to bring the Board up to its specified membership. The background 
which he brings to the Board has already been helpful. 


Again, we want to thank all of the Town officials and members of the Public 
who have assisted us during 1978.

OUTREACH, SENIOR CITIZENS PROGRAM 


The Outreach Worker is an essential link between the services provided by 
Oxford County Community Services and other agencies and the unmet needs of 
economically disadvantaged people. People such as the elderly, handicapped, 
shut-ins, and illiterates need a helping hand sometimes in order to make an effort 
to help themselves. The totals expressed here are based on one contact per 
person served, when actually repeated visits and referrals often exist. One 
contact per person is used in order to avoid any duplicative reporting; thus this 
outreach effort is understated.

A Rehabilitation Technician aids clients in 
finding financing for home improvements and in providing technical assistance 
to housing developers who want to build housing for elderly and low-income 
-people. In addition to advocacy, the Rural Housing Institute has a Self-Help 
Home Repair Project. In order to help clients alleviate high labor costs for home 
repair, carpenters perform work on houses which need rehabilitation in order to 
eliminate hazards to health and safety. A third component of the Rural Housing 
Institute is energy conservation, or Weatherization. After performing an energy 
audit of an eligible client’s house, the Rural Housing Institute allots materials 
and some labor to aid clients in winterizing their homes with repairs or 
insulation. Conservation of energy results through elimination of heat loss.

Embracing the “whole family” approach to early childhood development, 
OCCS provides Head Start and Day Care services to eligible Oxford County 
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residents. The Children’s Services Program operates centers at Norway Lake, 
Roxbury Village and Bethel. In conjenction with the Head Start Program, a Day 
Care Program is combined in Bethel for eligible 3, 4, 5, and 6 year olds. 
Children’s Services operates a comprehensive program which includes: 
preschool education, health/dental services, social services and _ parent 
involvement. |

COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT CO-ORDINATION 


TO: The Town Manager 
Board of Selectmen 
The Citizens of Town of Norway 


In May 1979, when I joined the town staff, a housing survey was being 
conducted in Norway by members of Androscoggin Valley Regional Planning 
Commission. As it would acquaint me with the area and some of its problems, | 
joined the survey mid-way and was involved with the final tally. This was a 
windshield survey under the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development and can be used for reference by the town in future projects. 


Periodically, Economic Development Grants and Loans are made available 
to small cities and towns. Two programs were of interest to us:an EDA grant for 
development facilities in the downtown area, ramps and handrails for all public 
buildings—ramps for designated sections of Main Street — installation of 6 park 
benches throughout the downtown area. This project, with an estimated total 
cost of $11,000 was oriented toward handicapped and senior citizens with the 
dual design of providing employment and conforming with the Norway 
Downtown Revitalization Plan. This project was not approved although plans 
are being made to re-submit when the next round of EDA grants come up in 
February 1980. 


The second project was successful, plans for reconstruction of the Wiley Road 
bridge, just off Route 118. The town has been notified that under the Economic 
Development-Public Work Impact Projects the sum of $56,805 has been 
approved for the town for bridge reconstruction. This 1s a 60% reduction in cost 
from an earlier estimate done by the Department of Transportation. 


In addition, grants have been submitted for the following projects: 
1. Conducting an inventory of shade trees in the downtown and residential area. 
This would be done professionally, and is a stepping stone toward tree plant- 
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ing ‘and town revitalization. The grant would be for $250 which the town 
would have to match. 


2. Grant assistance for the development of the municipal tennis courts and to 
cover the cost of lighting installation. Total project cost is $5,000. 


Plans are being readied for: 


1. Development of a Bikeways Program. Offered by the Department of Parks 
and Recreation, a bikeway along the lakeroad connecting the downtown area 
and the YMCA at Norway Lake is being considered. 


2. A survey from OCCS was requested and carried out on winterizing the Nor- 
way Lake YMCA. 


3. Development of a 8-acre recreational area which if approved, will hold two 
baseball fields and eventually, picnic areas. 


During the past seven months all. information involving housing 
rehabilitation and development have been screened and various groups 
contacted. As yet, no program has been adopted. This past October I traveled to 
Bangor for the Maine Municipal Association meeting. A primary goal was to 
investigate the Federal Fuel Assistance plan and to consult with the town board 
on its application to Norway’s needs. Due to time alloted us for preparation, 
money needed for administrative costs, and expected large turnout of 
applications, it was decided that we have Oxford County Community Services 
handle all requests from the Norway area.

YMCA 


1980 was a year of continued growth for the Oxford Hills Area YMCA. The 
regular Y staff was joined by 85 paid and volunteer program staff over the course 
of the. yeat ‘to’ offer 58 programs with a total of 1645 participants from through- 
outthé Oxford Hills area. 


Through the generosity of St. Catherine’s Church and the town of Norway, 
the Y continued to maintain winter quarters on Tucker St., with summer 
programs being run from the recreation building at Norway Lake. Having a 
place known as "The Y” has been an important factor in our becoming a "grow- 
ing resource” in the community. To Larry Todd, and the Norway Selectmen, as 
well as the Parish Council, Finance Committee and Father Donald Proulx of St. 
Catherine’s, a sincere thank you. 


Of the 1484 program participants who filled out registration forms in 1980, 
551 or 37% were residents of Norway. These figures do not include programs and . 
services where no registration or attendance was taken. These statistics indicate 
more than 100% increase over 1979 registrations. 


1980 programs included volleyball, floor hockey, 2 sessions of after school - 
games, 10 swim classes at Hebron Academy & | at the Auburn YMCA, vacation 
programs in February & April, Sun Fun summer day camp, winter basketball 
for boys & girls, 3 sessions of gymnastics, 4sessions of Y Play for preschoolers, 3 
sessions of Y Exercise for adults, summer crafts & games, baton lessons, a dance 
exercise class, duplicate bridge, several contra dances, State Youth & Govern- 
ment model legislature, State Older Girls Conference. Special events included 
the 4th Annual Tennis Tournament, 2nd Annual Woody Allen Memorial Road 
Race, 2nd Annual Alumni Basketball game, the Buckfield Circus, a Perennial & 
Bake Sale. Jr. Hi-Y Clubs were formed in Oxford Hills and Buckfield, and the 
_ Stamp Club continued to meet monthly. A Gymnastics team has been formed 
which will participate in meets with other YMCA’s across the state beginning in 
1981. The Rent-A-Youth program continued to grow, providing odd jobs for Jr. 
& Sr. High youth. 


The YMCA as an organization is made up of all the people who organize, 
direct, finance and attend Y activities. The Advisory Board and Staff have some 
goals for 1981 which will help us be increasingly responsive to the needs of 
people of all ages in the area.

_ Mrs. Dyer loves the library and it shows. I am fortunate to be following someone 
so capable in her profession. 


There were other changes in the library staff in 1980. Patty Ketchum resigned 
and Dave Mosley joined the staff as student aide. In November the staff was 
redesigned requiring another library assistant. Mrs. Eleanor Ross and Ann 
Siekman are the assistants. Patty Ketchum and Dave Mosley have continued to 
help us on an occasional basis. Allen L. Snow is our custodian. Grace Fidler, 
volunteer, is working closely with me inventorying and evaluating the perma- 
‘nent collection. 


The pre-school story hour began in May. It has continued on a regular basis 
with members of the community contributing their story-telling talents. 


Two reading programs were available during the summer. The library 
program was open to everyone. The R.I.F. (Reading is Fundamental) program 
was successfully sponsored by McDonald’s. 


Because the library derives over 40% of its budget from local tax revenues, it is 
eligible for reimbursement of 50% of the cost of energy retrofitting of the 
building. Funds are available from the bond issue approved by Maine voters in 
November, 1979, to pay some of the cost of energy conserving improvements to 
public buildings. The library was appropriately insulated in June. An energy 
audit was performed in the fall. The library received approval from the Maine 
Municipal Association to receive funds. 
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Audley Green performed a harpsichord concert in the library on a mid- 
October evening. This well-attended event was the first of a series for the 


community to anticipate. 


A change in hours finds the library open on Friday and Saturday mornings at 
10:00. This decision was our response to numerous requests for morning hours. 


The total number of weekly hours increased to 37. 


The ever-rising cost of books partially accounts for the evident trend toward 


even greater use of the library.

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TRI-COUNTY FAMILY DAY CARE 
(DHRS-FAMILY DAY CARE) 


DHRS-Family day Care serves rural Androscoggin, Oxford, Kennebec and 
Somerset Counties. Originally, this program was two separate programs; Tri- 
County Family Day Care, out of Lewiston and DHRS-Family Day Care, out of 
Waterville. The-two programs officially merged October 1, 1979. 


This non-denominational program provides Day Care Services to children of 
all ages in approximately 38 licensed private homes. Each Day Care Provider 
cares for up to six (6) children at any one time. Placements are made through the 
two offices, and all of the homes are supervised by Agency Staff. 


Funding for this program comes through a combination of Federal, State and 
Local governments, Catholic Charities Appeal; and a sliding Fee Scale for » 
parents. One quarter of our funding must be raised as "Seed” in order to capture 
Federal (Title XX) Funds.

ANDROSCOGGIN HOME HEALTH SERVICES INC. 
ANNUAL REPORT 1980 


In 1980 more than 12,500 individuals in the Tri-county area (Androscoggin, 
Franklin, Oxford) received services from our agency. In keeping with the 
growing public interest in the maintenance of good health, we are pleased to note 
that the majority of recipients were provided services designed to promote and 
preserve good health through early detection of disease. A good example of this 
emphasis was our growing and very successful industrial health screening 
program in Androscoggin and Oxford Counties. Finance by participating 
industries, the program provides early detection of hypertension, a highly debili- 
tating disease which is virtually without symptoms. 


Despite the growing emphasis on prevention, the provision of therapeutic 
services to patients in their own homes continued to occupy the major share of 
staff time. Regionally we provided 44,644 home visits to 2,029 persons of all 
ages, the majority being over 55. As noted in past reports, home care services 
meet a variety of health care, as well as social needs and, in many cases, reduce or 
eliminate dependence on institutional services. 


The financial aid which municipalities provide is used exclusively to help pay 
for home care given to uninsured individuals who are not able to pay for all their 
needed health services. In 1980 we provided over a quarter million dollars in 
services without charge to patients, thanks, in large measure, to your support. 


In Norway, 101 residents received 2343 home care visits. These included 
nursing, 794; physical therapy, 136; speech therapy, 20; occupational therapy, 
65; home health aide, 500; and homemaker service, 828. 

In closing, I want to encourage individuals with questions regarding the 
availability of services to contact us at our Auburn office, or at the Rumford 
branch office. We look forward to serving you in 1981.

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TRI-COUNTY FAMILY PLANNING 
OXFORD COUNTY 


Tri-County Family Planning continues to provide a wide range of medical, 
educational and social services necessary for individuals to freely determine the 
number and spacing of their children. During 1980, more residents of Oxford 
County than ever before took advantage of our medical services: a total of 1015, 
up from 846 in 1979. These individuals received medical exams and counselling 
through clinic visits to our offices in Norway and Mexico. Many others 
benefitted from the public presentations given by our Health Educator. 


We believe that, in times of economic stress like these, Family Planning 
assumes even more importance because of its cost-effectiveness. Every dollar 
invested now in a preventive program like ours saves many dollars in the future 
in social welfare costs. The Program has made every effort to cut costs: we are 
proud of the fact that we have been able to serve more clients in your area and at 
the same time hold the line on spending. Our total request of $5,000.00 to help 
defray our costs is the same as last year’s, despite a year of heavy inflation. 


Your support will enable this vital Program to continue providing the care 
necessary to make each child a wanted child, to decrease the problem of 
unwanted pregnancies, and to offer medical screening to a potentially unserved 
_ population. For many women, family planning is the only entry into the health 
care system. We provide screening for cervical and breast cancer and venereal 
disease. Through pelvic exams, blood tests, blood pressure checks and urinaly- 
- sis, we are able to uncover disease symptoms that might have otherwise gone 

undetected.

Than-Classroom Training (LTC) to prepare selected adults for meaningful, 
productive, permanent, and unsubsidized employment in the public or private 
sectors. 
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In addition to the adult program, the Comprehensive system includes 
components for youth while encouraging participants to stay in school, or 
complete their GED (if they have dropped out of school). The Youth 
Employment and Training Program operates employment training at various 
job sites and performs counseling for eligible young people ages 16-21. During 
the summer OCCS runs a Summer Youth Employment Program for 14-21 year

Art. 60. Shallan ordinance entitled "Norway Public Drinking Ordinance” be 
enacted, which reads as follows: 


lh 


A person is guilty of public drinking if knowing that he is not licensed or 
privileged to do so, drinks liquor in any public place unless he has been given 
permission to do so by the owner or authorized agent. 


Public place in sub-section | has the same definition as found in Title 17, 
Section 2263 of the M.R.S.A. “Public Place” means any area that is used or 
held out for use by the public whether or not owned or operated by public or 
private interest.” 


Liquor in sub-section | has the same definition as found in Title 28, section 
2, definition #9 of the M.R.S.A. “Liquor” shall mean and include any 
alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, fermented or other alcoholic beverage, or 
combination of liquours and mixed liquors, intended for human 
consumption, which contains more than 4 of 1% of alcohol by volume.” 


The possession of an open container of liquor is prima facie evidence of 
drinking. 

Authorized persons includes those persons having a unique relationship to 
premises not shared by the general public. Authorized persons would 
include a tenant, custodian, or night watchman of property owned by 
another. Authorized persons in relationship to publicly owned property 
would include police officers and other public employees charged with the 
responsibility of maintaining or protecting public property. 

Violation of sub-section | is a Class E crime whichis punishable by a fine up 
to $500.00 or a jail sentence of up to 6 months. 7 


Nothing contained in sections | through 6 above is intended to-abrogate, 
repeal or modify statutes pertaining to liquor licenses or rules and regula- 
tions of the Bureau of Alcoholic Beverages pertaining to liquor licenses. 


Art. 61. Shall an ordinance entitled “Norway Loitering Ordinance” be

acted to read as follows: 


It shall be unlawful for any person to loiter, loaf, wander, stand, or remain idle 


€. 


ither alone or/and in consort with others in a public place at any time in such 


manner So as to: 
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(a) Obstruct any public street, public highway, public sidewalk, or any other 
public place or building by hindering or impeding or tend to hinder or impede 
the free and uninterrupted passaged of vehicles, traffic or pedestrians. 


(b) Commit in or upon any public street, public highway, public sidewalk, or 
any other place or building any act or thing which is an obstruction or interfer- 
ence to the free and uninterrupted use of property or with any business law- 
fully conducted by anyone in or upon a facing or fronting on any such public 
street, public highway, public sidewalk, or any other public place or building. 
all of which prevent the free and uninterrupted ingress, egress, and regress. 
therein, thereon, and thereto. 


(c) Any person who violates any of the provisions of this section shall be 
subject to a fine not to exceed one hundred dollars ($100.00). Any such viola- 
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tion shall constitute a separate offense on each successive day continued. 


Art. 62. Shall an Ordinance entitled "Norway Radioactive and Hazardous 
Waste Disposal Ordinance” be enacted to read as follows: 


The disposal or storage of hazardous wastes as designated under the ”U.S. 
Clean Water Act, section 311, Public Law 92-500’, and/or the disposal or 
storage of radioactive waste materials as defined by ’?38 MRSA, section 361- 
D.1.B.’, within the boundaries of the Town of Norway, Maine shall be prohi- 
bited? 


Any request for an exception to this prohibition shall be submitted in writing 
to the Selectpersons and brought to the whole Town of Norway, acting as the 
body politic, to be voted on by all bona fide voters present in a Town 
Meeting.” 


Art. 63. Shall the Town vote to have the County Commissioners fund those 
social service programs that serve all towns within the county and social service 
programs serving only one community or non-county wide service, be funded by 
those communities which receive the services.

YMCA 


1981 was a challenging year for the Oxford Hills Area YMCA. Programs and the 
number of people involved with the Y increased. Ninety-four pvolunteer program 
leaders offered 58 programs to residents to the Oxford Hills Area. Over 1600 
persons were involved in organized Y activities during the year. Approximately 
38% were from Norway. 


The Y continued to use the old Knights of Columbus building in the winter and 
the recreation building at Norway Lake in the summer, through the generosity of 
St. Catherine’s Church and the town of Norway. Programs run at various sites 
included instructional swim programs for all ages; afterschool sports and activities; 
instructional basketball, gymnastics, soccer, tennis, rollerskating; summer day 
programs for pre-school through 6th grades; vacation programs, Jr. and Sr. high 21 
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dances, Red Cross Advanced Lifesaving, adult exercises, sign language, & drawing. 
The 5th Annual Tennis Tournament and Third Annual Woody Allen Memorial 
Road Race were held. Special projects included a beautiful baby contest and a 
house tour. The Youth Employment Service continued to provide 7-12th grades 
with the opportunity for part-time odd jobs. The Gymnastics teams had its first 
competitive season. In the late fall a Y swim team was organized with pe at 
Hebron Academy. 


The Y has been strongly affected by the cutbacks in the Federal CETA program. 
All past full time staff except the director were funded through CETA. Currently 
we are dependent on volunteer office help, with volunteer and paid program staff. 
Our future strength rests on continued local financial and social support. 100% of 
our budget is generated locally, through town appropriations, contributions and 
program fees. The advisory board and staff thank you for your past support and 
welcome your suggestions and involvement in 1982.

DIOCESAN HUMAN RELATIONS SERVICES, INC. 


DHRS Family Day Care, sponsored by Diocesan Human Relations Services, 
Inc. the social service branch of the Catholic Church in Maine offers intensive, 
supervised, non-denominational day care services on a sliding fee scale to families 
in rural Androscoggin, Oxford, Somerset and Kennebec Counties. It formally 
came into being with DHRS III Family Day Care, started in 1972 in Waterville and 
Tri-County Family Day Care, started in 1974 in Lewiston merged October 1979. 


The Program served 169 different children aged infancy to nine in 32 private 
licensed homes located in 37 different towns in the four counties. Approximately 95 
children are being served at any one time. These homes also care for other children 
on a private basis, which makes them general community resources as well as 
specialized placements for program-sponsored children. 


The children placed through our program generally fall into three general — 
groups: the first group, given the highest priority under State Regulations, are 
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children who have been abused or neglected. In these cases, a referral is made from 
the Department of Human Services’, Child Protective Unit. The Department 
works with the family while the child is in day care as an alternative to foster place- 
ment. The parent(s) may or may not be working. Twenty-one (21) children (12%) 
were under protective care. The second group served, historically occupying the 
majority of the spaces, are children of low income working parents. During this 
period 115 children (68%) fell into this group. The program serves as a valuable 
support system for these families which with affordable, dependable day care, can 
maintain employment, pay their taxes and other bills, becoming as self-supporting 
as possible. The third group, is the remainder and catch all. They fall into the 
following categories: 15 children (8%) were in day care so that their parent could 
attend school or training; 9 children (5%) were referral from public health nurses, 
doctors, mental health professionals, etc. because the child had “special needs”; 8 
children (5%) were classified as “self-sufficiency” meaning that the family could 
utilize day care until the family unit could be strengthed (this catergory usually 
consists of “pre-protective” and “post-protective” children; and 3 children (2%) 
attended while their parent looked for employment. (In all 3 cases, employment was 
secured with our allowable 8 week period). Of the 117 families served, 25 (21%) 
were receiving monthly AFDC payments (this will be reduced greatly in February), 
and 81 (69%) of the families were classified as single-parent families. 


The Program is funded with Federal and State Funds, which must be generated 
by privated “seed money” on a 1:3 ratio. The seed breakdown for the current 
program is seen below. The need for municipal seed is why the Program must 
approach towns for funding.

The current seed request is for the Program 1982 - 1983. The Program also 
receives “non-seeded” income from the Department of Agriculture (Child Care 
Food Program), fees from parents from the sliding fee scale (below) and private 
donations.

Tri-County Mental Health Services is a private, non-profit regional mental 
health service dedicated to strengthening personal and family life. Its objectives are: 
to provide a comprehensive mental health program which is accessible to all 
individuals and families; to promote greter understanding within the community of 
the causes of emotional stress and ways to prevent it. Our records show that 
currently from your town we have 83 active cases in 1981. On the average each case, 
individual or family, meets with a clinician between 6 - 10 hours. Therefore, at the 
current level of cases (which does not include those that have been completed this 
year) we are potentially providing citizens of your community with a total 498 to 
830 hours of service. We are requesting $4,042.00 which represents $1.00 per capita. 
This figure is based on the 1981 population figure from the Maine Municipal 
Official’s Directory. 


The staff at our clinics are working together to: help a wide variety of persons 
keep their families together; help people return to work and function cosntructive- 
ly; provide medication and counseling to the chronically mentally ill; prevent state 
hospital commitments; and prevent and treat substance abuse (alcoholism). 


Your town’s financial support is necessary in order to continue to provide these 
kinds of services to the citizens of your town at an affordable cost. Together, every 
town can help us continue our services, and allow us to charge people based on what 
they can pay rather than a set charge. No oneis refused service because they cannot 
pay. Your money helps us cover some of the cost for those who cannot pay or pay 
less than the regular fee. Your tax dollars help pay for the services provided to your 
neighbor - a good investment in the future health of your community.

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WESTERN OLDER CITIZENS COUNCIL, INC. 


Western Older Citizens Council, Inc. is the designated Area Agency on Aging in 
Western Maine. During the fiscal year of 1981, we served 11,470 elderly in the Tri- 
County area. Our goal for the upcoming year is to help more individuals remain at 
home, and to improve the quality of life for “at risk” elderly in need of special 
services. 


We have recently initiated a Case Management System in all three counties. As 
the base of services expands in the next year we will be in an even better position to 
help arrange and monitor services to “at risk” elderly and delay as long as possible 
the need to go to a nursing or boarding home. In addition, we will continue to offer 
the many services that have meant so much to all the elderly that we have served. 


ADVOCACY: WOCC Elder Advocates are helping the elderly derive full benefits 
from available programs, such as Tax and Rent Refunds, winterization, fuel 
rebates, SSI and Food Stamps. They advocate for elderly clients arranging 
appropriate services and work with Case Managers to facilitate an appropriate plan 
of care for “at risk” elderly. 


NUTRITION: Home Delivered and Congregate Meals. 

The Nutrition Program provides congregate and home delivered meals in 19 meal 
sites in the Tri-County area. Home delivered meals are helping elderly remain at 
home, encouraging independence and delaying institutionalization. Special 
arrangements are made for week-end meals when necessary and for case 
management clients who are not in the regular service range. 


HOME HEALTH: Through sub-contract agreements with Androscoggin Home 
Health and other home health providers, homemaker, home health aid, nursing 
and therapy is provided in the home for approved clients. The Home Based Care 
Act, L.D. 1620, will make available funds to help the elderly receive home care 
through the use of personal care assistants, encouraging arrangements for home 
health services throughout the region. 


TRANSPORTATION: Through sub-contract agreements with Western Maine 
Transportation a portion of the transportation services is arranged and payed for 
by WOCC. Volunteer/escort transportation is available for medical priority rides 
on an individual assessment basis. During the upcoming year WOCC will assume 
responsibility for the transportation needs of “at risk” elderly, and elderly with 
priority needs. All will be assessed individually and will not conflict or duplicate 
services provided by Western Maine Transportation. 


RETIRED SENIOR VOLUNTEER PROGRAM: In keeping with the volunteer 
spirit of people helping people, our RSVP volunteers are working many hours at 
Volunteer Stations throughout the region. They provide needed manpower to 
reduce expenses providing free services in libraries, schools, hospitals and many 
other agencies. 


In conclusion, our agency newsletter, The Elder Advocate, is sent to 10,300 
elderly in the Tri-County area, keeping them informed of all the latest changes in 
services and regulations. Elder-crafters provides an opportunity for frail elderly in 
their homes to sell their crafts, giving them an opportunity to earn from their 
valuable skills. Legal Services are also available on a regular basis when special 
problems occur requiring individual legal assistance. 
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To match state and federal dollars and keep our services available, we are 
requesting $2,438 for 1982. This represents 10% of the total value of the services 
received by the elderly in your town.Three-hundred and fifty-three (353) elderly 
citizens in Norway received the following services in 1981:

WESTERN MAINE TRANSPORTATION SERVICES, INC. 


WMTS was founded in 1976 as a non-profit agency specializing in free-of-fare 
transportation to elderly, handicapped and low income persons on trip priority 
basis. Since 1976 WMTS has grown into a full fledged transportation company, 
providing public transportation on both fixed route basis and scheduled 
demand/response. WMTS now requires fares to be paid along with some free-of- 
fare service. WMTS is available to all residents of the Androscoggin, Franklin and 
Oxford Tri-County area five days a week. 


First to be sure to familiarize yourself with the days the WMTS bus comes to 
your town then for service, dial your local dispatcher at least twenty-four (24) hours 
in advance. 


Once your ride has been set up by the dispatcher a fare may be levied (payable 
upon boarding the bus) depending on your personal circumstances and/or trip 


type. 


The minibus is and will continue to be successful as long as you, our ridership, 
continues to enjoy and utilize our service.

TRI-COUNTY FAMILY PLANNING | 


_ Tri-County Family Planning is a medical and educational Program whose pur- 
pose is to provide affordable reproductive health care to residents of Franklin, 
Androscoggin and Oxford Counties. 


Family Planning was established in 1968 to provide contraceptive services to 
low-income women in Franklin County. The program operates out of the Franklin 
County Community Action Council, Inc. Since its beginnings, it has expanded to 
Oxford and Androscoggin Counties, and now provides services for all women of 
childbearing age, regardless of income. Charges are based on ability to pay, using a 
sliding fee scale. 
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Services for women include complete gynecological exams, provision of birth 
control supplies, counseling and education on a wide variety of topics affecting 
reproductive health and contraception. 


Services for men include education, counseling, and provision of contraceptive 
supplies. 


All medical exams are performed by female Nurse Practitioners, who are RN’s 
with at least 2 years experience, plus specialized training in gynecology.At Tri- 
County Family Planning nurse practitioners work under the close supervision of a 
medical director who is an M.D. with a specialty in obstetrics and gynecology. 


The medical examination includes pelvic exam, pap smear, screening/treatment 
for sexually transmitted diseases, breast exam, blood pressure check, blood test, 
urinalysis, and detection/treament of vaginal infections. 


In Oxford County, the program operates 2 clinic sites: at 23 Main Street in 
Mexico, and at 57 Beal Street in Norway.

Assistance, Crisis Intervention, Employment & Training and Housing services

EMPLOYMENT & TRAINING SERVICES 

In 1981 Oxford County Community Services administered a Comprehensive 
Employment & Training Program for eligible economically disadvantaged 


persons. The program arranged On-The-Job Training (OJT), Work Experience 
(WE), and Less-Than-Classroom Training (LTC) to prepare selected adults for 


meaningful, productive, permanent, and unsubsidized employment inthe public or 
private sectors. 


In addition to the adult program, the Comprehensive system included 
components for youth while encouraging participants to stay in school, or complete 
their GED (if they have dropped out of school). The Youth Employment and 
Training Program operated employment training at various job sites and perform- 
ed counseling for eligible young people 16-21. During the summer OCCS ran a 
Summer Youth Employment Program of 14-21 year olds. A Youth Conservation 
Community Improvement Project trained drop out and offender youth to provide 
alternative energy and conservation to low income households throughout the 
county.

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HOME ENERGY ASSISTANCE 


The Home Energy Assistance Program helps eligible elderly, handicapped, and 
low-income people to defray the rising cost of energy.

OUTREACH, SENIOR CITIZENS PROGRAM 


The Outreach worker is an essential link between the services provided by 
Oxford County Community Services and other agencies and the unmet needs of 
economically disadvantaged people, suchas the elderly, handicapped, shut-ins, and 
illiterates who need a helping hand in order to make an effort to help themselves. 
Totals expressed here are based on one contact per person served, when actually 
repeated visits and referrals often exist. One contact per person is used in order to 
avoid any duplicative reporting; thus this outreach effort is understated. 641 actual 
contacts were made. 


The following were the categories of information and referral for this past year. 


State Department of Human Services, Employment & Training, Housing, Home 
Repair, Social Security, Home Energy Assistance Program, Weatherization, 
Transportation, Food Pantry, Clothes Closet and Misc.

CRISIS INTERVENTION 


The OCCS Crisis Intervention Program helps relieve people faceing life and 
health threatening situations related to food, fuel, shelter, and clothing. Unfortu- 
nately, one of the more common crisis cases are those people who have been burned 
out of their homes.

COMMUNITY FOOD & NUTRITION PROJECT 


The goal of the OCCS Community Food & Nutrition Project is to stem hunger 
through creation of self help projects. Through organizing self help projects such as 
Community Gardens, Food Co-op Development and the Community Food 
Council, there has been an increase community capacity to deal with the food costs. 
However, because this activity is primarily aimed at motivating groups and house- 
holds to lower their food costs through self help, the results of this effort will go 
beyond lowering the cost of food by providing low income people the skills, 
abilities, and resources to become self sufficient. During the first year of the project 
community gardens were organized in three Oxford County towns, while several 
“pre-order” food co-ops sprang up. Finally recognition of the.need for an 
emergency food system, the project coordinator also worked closely with church 
officials and community leaders in the Oxford Hill Region to set up a Food Pantry 
for those who face acute starvation due to life threatening emergencies.

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HOUSING SERVICES 


Operating an innovative and Nationally recognized rural housing program, 
Oxford County Community Services’ Rural Housing Program provides advocacy, 
housing improvement and energy conservation and conversion services. A Self 
Help Technician aids clients in finding financing for home improvements. In 
addition, to advocacy, the Rural Housing Program has a Self Help Home Repair 
Project. In order to help clients in working on homes which need rehabilitation 
thereby eliminating hazards to health and safety. A third component of the Rural 
Housing Program is Weatherization. After performing an energy audit of an 
eligible client’s house, Rural Housing staff allot materials and some labor to aid 
clients in winterizing their homes. Conservation of energy results through 
elimination of heat loss. The Rural Housing Program further asssests clients 
through conversion and supplementation of existing heating systems by using solar 
and wood resources.

CHILDREN’S SERVICES 


Embracing the “whole family” approach to early childhood development, OCCS 
provides Head Start and Day Care services to eligible Oxford County residents.

Congregational Church, and in Bethel. In conjunction with the Head Start 
Program, a Day Care Program is combined in Bethel for eligible 3, 4, 5, and 6 year 
olds. Children’s Services operates a comprehensive program which includes: 
preschool education, health/dental services, social services and parent involve- 
ment.

REPORT OF OXFORD HILLS 
SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 


- Nearly three years ago several of our area Towns decided to combine forces to © 


work on possible solutions for solid waste disposal. This was prompted by Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection (DEP) inspections showing all area dumps as 
being unacceptable by current State regulations. In August 1980 it was decided to 
involve local citizens and the present committee was staffed with representatives 
from 6 towns: Otisfield, Oxford, Norway, Paris, Sumner and West Paris. Buckfield 
joined later, making up the current 7 towns. 


The committee was charged with studying and coming up with recommendations 
for regional solid waste disposal as well as the methods of implementing the chosen 
solution. An Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) funded engineering study 
had been previously approved by the initial committee and was under way. It has 
been and still is a strong EPA/DEP recommendation that Towns approval 
solutions from a regional rather than a local stand point.

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To date your committee has 
(1) received the above referred to engineering study 
(2) reviewed the options outlined in the study 
(3) visited many locations in Maine and New Hampshire using these methods, 


some with numerous variations 


(4) arrived at initial recommendations

would operate any approved facilities. 


Without getting too detailed and leaving out seemingly impractical and/or Blue 
Sky approaches, the following are the basic options considered:

Unsecured Landfill This option is the least expensive and the least likely to 
receive DEP approval. Essentially it would be similar to our current dump, 
located away from the aquifer, which supplies much of the potable water for 
our area towns, and operated with approved up to date methods and equip- 
ment. Pollution would be a constant hazard. 

Secured Landfill This the most reasonably priced of the recommended dis- 
posal methods available to us. It involves an approved sited, lined with clay 
or plastic with an underground drainage system to collect leachette wash- 
ing down thru the waste. A mechanical compactor would mulch and reduce 
the volume of municipal and industrial waste on the site. Final local transfer 
stations would be available to citizens in each town or area for individual 
disposal. Cost of transfer stations could be borne locally or by regional 
entity. Recycling would be initiated at transfer station, if so decided locally, 
which would reduce overall town costs and save landfill area. 
Incineration There are many variations of this method with most of the tech- 
nologically proven equipment being manufactured for large volume opera- 
tions - 200 tons per day and over. Also continuous 24 hour per day operation 
is most efficient and involves less maintenance costs. Although several 
manufacturers catalog incinerators to burn in our range of 25-35 tons per 
day, few have been produced and with limited success. Industrial incinera- 
tors have adopted and utilized but were not designed for municipal solid 
waste and success stories are few and far between. Nevertheless, your com- 
mittee feels this is one of our more viable options, especially if constructed in 
conjuction with a local industry, which can utilize the by product of our 
resource recovery - energy in the form of steam, hot water or hot gases. 
Wilner Wood Products has been extremely cooperative in exploring this 
system and our research is on-going. Reduction in the waste stream is nearly 
90% by volume with subsequent savings in landfill area. Source seperation of 
non-combustibles would be a necessity and would pay for itself in two ways 
-(1) Sales of recycled materials and (2) reduced tonage for Py i: fees at the 
incinerator. 


Refuse Derived Fuel In this method all combustible material is reduced in 
size thru shredding etc., then prepared for sale or use in pellet or brickette 
form as a fuel. The equipment is heavy and expensive and is cost effective in 
large volume installations. Separation of non-combustibles is a must and in 
practice is usually done mechanically. Generally speaking the more refined 
the end product - the smaller the size of the burnable brickette - the more 
valuable the fuel.

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(5) Cogeneration This methods burns combustible waste generates high pres- 
sure, high temperature steam which is used to turn a turbine and an electric 
generator - producing electricity and having process steam at a reduced tem- 
perature and pressure as a by-product. Both the electricity and the process 
steam must be used or sold in order for the system to be cost effective. With 
current equipment and technology, large scale operations are economically 
feasible - small systems are costly due to high initial equipment costs. We are 
exploring this system with Wilners also as they are large users of power and 
moderate users of process steam. Our contribution to Wilners energy 
requirements would be in the range of 10-15% - good for us but not truly 
meaningful to them. 

(6) Other We have looked and are continuing to look at several other systems 
and variations of the above systems. 

(A) Recycling is being tried to a much higher degree in a number of localities 
and some are approaching break even costs. This requires local enforce- 
able ordinances and high public cooperation. 

(B) Composting of garbage into a saleable mulch seems to be working in 
some areas. Flys, sanitation and intensity of labor seem to be probable 
draw backs. 

(C) Gasification is being proposed as a new technology. The system has two 
by products, a burnable gas and a RDF fule. It is a starved air incinera- 
tion process. 

(D) New types of incinerators are being proposed and developed but need 

much testing prior to being put into everday, trouble free use. 


Summary 

As a result of our study we have narrowed down our options to reliable systems 
currently available and economically feasible. Comparative cost estimates of the 
various options studied are shown in Appendix A attached here to. 

Unsecured Landfill was eliminated as being impractical mainly due to our local 
soil types being unsatisfactory in meeting DEP approval. The potential for con- 
taminating ground water is too high. 

RDF was eliminated as being too costly for an area our size due to high initial 
cost and operating expense. 

Cogeneration was eliminated as being economically unfeasible with 25-35 tons 


per day waste stream. The possibility of working out a participation in a cogenera- — 


tion system at Wilners is still very much under study. This will be ongoing if and as 
their plans develop. 

Other possible systems do not seem to fit into our time requirements, but will be 
kept under constant review. Technology changes and develops to meet needs and 
some breakthroughs are probable. However, we do not feel our towns should 
advance sizeable sums of monies to help test and develop systems until the chance 
of success makes this a reasonable investment. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

In line with the above recommendations are as follows: 

(1) Start immediately on secured landfill located in one of the larger towns 
involved. Even with the possible development of incineration system on our own or 
- with industry we will need a secured ashfill site. The site should be of adequate capa- 
city to handle either landfill or ashfill and should lend itself to phased development 
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to hold down initial expense. Late 1983 should be the planned startup and a 
compactor should be secured which could be sold later if not required. 

(2) Actively pursue incineration option either with or without resource recovery 
and if possible and practical in cooperation with a local industry such as Wilner 
Wood Products - either contributing to the process steam system or to a cogenera- 
tion facility. 

(3) Form a non-profit corporation to build and operate the facility, with 
member towns appointing or electing the board of directors. This corporation 
would not have tax raising authority (such as a Regional School District) and 
would be controlled by the towns through their representation on the board. A 
recommendation for setting up and By Laws for operating this corporation has 
been worked up, reviewed by MMA and 1s ready for town review and action.

The Town of Norway, Maine operates under a town meeting, Selectmen, 
Town Manager form of government. 


The accounting policies of the Town conform to generally accepted 
accounting principles as applicable to state and local governemental 
units. The following is a summary of the more significant policies. 


Basis of Presentation: 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds 
and account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for by providing 
a separate set of self balancing accounts that comprise its assets, 
liabilities, fund balance, revenue and expenditures. The various 
funds are grouped by type in the financial statements. 


Basis of Accounting: 


Governmental fund revenues and expenditures are recognized on the 
modified accrual basis. Revenues are recognized in the accounting period 
in which they become available. In the general fund, taxes are recorded 
as revenue when commited to the tax collector. Expenditures are recognized 
in the period they are incurred. 


FIXED ASSETS: 


The Town does not maintain a record of its fixed assets. Expenditures 
for property and equipment are charged against departmental operations 
when such items are purchased. 


GENERAL FUND BUDGET: 


The Town operates on a net budget concept which does not estimate total 
revenues, but are credited to the particular operating account. Certain 
revenues are dedicated for particular purposes by vote of the townspeople.

The Board shall give written notice of speci- 
fic acts or omissions which constitute breach. The party so notified shall have

5.2 Withdrawal 
Any party may withdraw from this agreement subject to the following:

b. The withdrawing party shall give written notice of its intent to withdraw 
to the Corporation prior to October Ist of any year. The effective date of 
such withdrawal shall be December 31st of the following calendar year.

At any time by a two-thirds vote of the total Board, it may recommend to its 
municipalities that the agreement be terminated. The municipal officers shall 
cause the question of termination of the agreement to be prepared for 
determination by vote with printed ballots at the next annual town meeting 
or at aspecial election called for that purpose within a period of three months 
following recommendation.

YMCA 


The Oxford Hills area YMCA continued to be a “growing resource’ in 1982 for 
local children and adults. Sixty-two programs were offered in five local towns. 23 
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These programs were offered by 30 different instructors and assisted by over 50 
volunteers. Roughly 1300 participants were involved in “Y” programs where 
registrations were taken. Approximately 32% were from Norway. 


During the summer of 1982, the Norway and Paris Recreation Commissions 
combined resources with the YMCA and Tri-County CETA and OCCS to run a 
multifaceted recreation program at Norway Lake, administered by YMCA staff. 
Activities at the lake included the morning instructional swim programs, after- 
noon & weekend swimming, SUN FUN day camp, and Summer Day Care in the 
OCCS/Headstart building. 


The YMCA continued to be housed in the Tucker St. Schoolhouse in Norway in 
the winter and the Norway Lake Rec. building in the summer. 


As 1983 begins, the YMCA staff and advisory board anticipate another grow- 
ing year. We thank you for your past support. Program ideas, suggestions, and 
contributions of time and talents are always welcome.

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NORWAY-PARIS SOLID WASTE, INC. 


At our Town meetings the Towns of Norway and Paris voted a joint interlocal 
agreement for solid waste management and to authorize the selectmen to further 
negotiate and execute the terms of the agreement. Also, it was voted to construct a 
transfer station as well as a stump dump, the solid waste generated, except that 
which is to be recycled to be transfered to the Auburn Solid Waste Energy 
Recovery Facility. 


Thus, the Norway-Paris Solid Waste, Inc. was formed with the following direc- 
tors, Robert Long, Franklin Towne, Ashley Bean, Stephen Bell and H. William 
Detert. Alternates are Albert Soule, Robert Richardson and James Newman. 


Many meetings have been held since it was organized. Also, some directors 
have visited Solid Waste sites in Massachusetts, New Hampshire and as far 
North in Maine as Frenchville in order to help decide the type of facility that 
would best meet the towns need. 


Studies were made as to the type of unit that should be used to transfer the 
waste to Auburn. It was unanimously decided to use the self-ejection transfer 
trailer rather than the roll-off system. From the Town of Madawaska was pur- 
chased a Heil Stationary Transfer Packer and two Heil Transfer Trailers at a 
price of $87,500. These items are two years old and have never been used, new the 
price would have been about $125,000. 


It was decided to build the transfer station on the present site of the Norway 
Town Dump, as this would have the best accessibility for more people in the two 
towns. At the present it is planned to have the stump dump and to collect the 
‘“‘white goods” at this location. 


Engineering drawings of the site and transfer station were made in order to put 
the project out for bid. The bids will be received and the cost of the project will be 
decided before the annual Town meetings in order that the amount to be raised 
can be added to the warrant articles. 


TRI-COUNTY MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 
1982 


Tri-County Mental Health Services is a private, non-profit regional mental 
health service dedicated to strengthening personal and family life. Its goals are: 
to provide a comprehensive mental health program which 1s accessible to all 
individuals and families; to promote greater understanding within the commu- 
nity of the causes of emotional stress and ways to prevent it. Our statistics project 
that by the end of 1982 we will have 165 active cases to which we are providing 
service. On the average each case, individual or family, meets with a clinician 
between 6-10 hours. Therefore, at this level of cases (which does not include those 
that have been closed during this year) we are potentially providing citizens of 
your community up to 1650 hours of service during 1982. We are requesting 
$4042.00 which represents $1.00 per capita (same rate as previous years). This 
figure is based on the 1982 population figure from the Maine Municipal Official’s 
Directory.

PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


Tri-County Family Planning is a medical and educational program whose 
purposeis to provide affordable reproductive health care to residents of Franklin, 
Androscoggin and Oxford Counties. 


The program has come a long way since its beginning in 1968, when it was . 


established as part of Franklin County Community Action Council, Inc., to 


provide contraceptive services to low-income women in Franklin County. The 
program now serves Oxford, Androscoggin and Franklin Counties, and provides . 
complete gynecological care to.all women in their childbearing years, whether or - 


not they are presently using a birth control method, and regardless of income or 
marital status or age. 


SERVICES 


Our services are completely affordable, being based on each individual’s ability 
to pay (thanks in part to town support). Services for women include yearly 
gynecological exams and pap smears, pregnancy testing, contraceptive and 
Aemalaae information and education. All information 1 is held in strictest confi- 

ence 


NURSE PRACTITIONERS 


Medical exams are performed by Nurse Practitioners, mid-level practitioners - 


who have attained, in addition to their R.N., one year’s additional education and 


intensive training in OB/GYN health care, with emphasis on family planning. . 


FPNP’s (Family Planning Nurse Practitioners) are certified by the State Board of 
Nursing to practice in the State of Maine. They work closely under the direction of 
our medical director, John A. James, M.D., a Lewiston gynecologist. 


OXFORD COUNTY 


In Oxford County, the program operates 2 offices: 82 Maine Avenue in Rum- 
ford, and at 57 Beal Street in Norway. A Health Educator is also available for 
presentations to Oxford County schools, civic, church, and parent groups on a 
wide variety of topics. 


CANCER SCREENING 


We served 801 clients in Oxford County from July 1, 1981, to June 30, 1982. 


During that period, 6 abnormal pap smears were reported and appropriate refer- 


rals made. 55% of our client population reports that they have no other health care.

RAPE CRISIS COUNSELLING 


In 1981-82, Tri-County Family Planning became involved in helping to develop 
rape crisis counselling services in southern Oxford County. The resulting pro-

our Norway office, and Tri-County Family Planning personnel continue to be 
very active as volunteers and as Board Menibers in that Community program. 
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WESTERN OLDER CITIZENS COUNCIL, INC. 


Western Older Citizens Council is the Area Agency on Aging for Franklin, 
Oxford and Androscoggin Counties. Area Agencies are designated by the State of 
Maine and entrusted with the unique responsibility of planning, coordinating 
and providing services for the elderly. WOCC has also been directed by the State 
to act as ‘Lead Agency” in the administration of the Home Based Care Act (LD 
1620). The intent of this act is to increase the availability of in-home and com- 
munity support services for adults with long term care needs who are at the 
greatest risk of being, or who have already been, placed inappropriately in an 
institutional setting. This coincides with the primary goal of our agency, which is 
to help elderly people maintain independence and dignity through the provision 
of services within their communities. 


Our Nutrition and Retired Senior Volunteer Programs offer a wide range of 
services and opportunities to the elderly population. Home Delivered and Con- 
gregate meals, and volunteer experience through R.S.V.P. serve to enrich the 
quality of life in Norway. The Advocacy staff provides up-to-date information 
and application assistance with essential programs like the Elderly Tax and 
Rent Refund, Low Cost Drug and Home Energy Assistance. 


Care Management services offer the elder at risk of institutionalization and his 
family the support needed to remain at home whenever possible and desired by 
the individual.

This year we began organizing a Friends of the Library group. In July this 
group sponsored a Book Sale, and in December a Christmas Party for the com- 
munity. During the summer they read aloud to residents of the Norway Nursing 
Home, and provided books from the library to those who were interested. 


We have also begun to spruce up the downstairs meeting room. There has been 
an increase in requests to use this space, so it has been painted, reorganized, and 
curtains hung. 


A “Welcome to the Library” brochure was made to inform new and regular 
patrons of the facilities and services of the library. 


Acid free materials were purchased this year in which to preserve the Library’s 
archives. This information, in the form of old photographs, newspaper articles, 
pamphlets, letters, etc., are being organized and indexed by year. - 


We were given a special donation to obtain for the library a copy of the Index to 
the Oxford Democrat, 1833-1892. 


The library has continued to sponsor movies for school age children. This year 
we have had an hour long program after school once a month, and there has been 
an enthusiastic response. We have had Story Time two times per week, with 
regular attendance by children from two Norway Nursery Schools. The Summer

Reading Program was completed by 30 out of 54 children, which was twice the 
number as last year. 


In addition the library sponsored an Evening of Stories and Mime, and an 
exhibit of photographs by Luther “Skip” Churchill. The Child Health Center also 
displayed the photographs from their contest Families on Film in the library in 
November.

It has become increasingly apparent to the Board that the present ordinances 
and regulations are not entirely adequate to meet present day conditions.

Regulations and possibly the Building Code are necessary to better safeguard the 
orderly growth of the Town. 


Recent changes in the State Sub-Division laws; changes in the technology of 
Manufactured Housing; and the trend to Condominium and/or Time Sharing 
ownership combine to present new problems to the Town and therefore to the 
Board. 


The Board has given considerable thought and time to these challenges and 
expects to present new or amended ordinances to the Town as soon as these 
- -gubjects can be adequately addressed.

The Town of Norway, Maine operates under a town meeting, selectmen, 
town manager form of government. 


The accounting policies of the Town conform to generally accepted 
accounting principles as applicable to state and local governmental 
units. The following is a summary of the more significant policies. 


Basis of Presentation: 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds 
and accounts groups, each of which is considered a separate 
accounting entity. ‘The operations of each fund are accounted for 
by providing a separate set of self balancing accounts that comprise 
its assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenue and expenditures. The 
various funds are grouped by type in the financial statements. 


Basis of Accounting: 


Governmental fund revenues and expenditures are recognized on 
the modified accrual basis. Revenues are recognized in the accounting 
period in which they become available. In the general fund, taxes are 
recorded as revenue when comnited to the tax collector. ixpenditures 
are recognized in the period they are incurred. 


FIXED ASSETS: 


The Town does not maintain a record of its fixed assets. Expenditures 
for property and equipment are charged ogainst departmental operations 
when such items are purchased. 


GENERAL FUND BUDGET: 


The Town operates on a net budget concept which does not estimate 
total revenues, but are credited to the particular operating account. 
Certain revenues are dedicated for particular purposes by vote of 
the townspeople. 


PENSION PLAN: 


Eligible Town employees are covered both under the Maine State 
Retirement System and social security. Past service contributions 
have been provided for in prior years. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE: 


Special fund accounts receivable are represented by unpaid sewer

He 
shall so far as practicable, issue the present number using odd numbers for 
one side of the street and even numbers for the other side. 


(b) On approval of an application for a permit required by the building code, 
the building official shall give notice to the assessor of the type of construc- 
tion or alteration planned on the premises described in the application. 
Such notice shall contain the location and the number of units of occu- 
pancy for residential, commercial or industrial purposes which shall exist 
on such premises after the completion of all work described in the 
application. 


_ (c) After the assessor assigns the door numbers he shall notify the property 
owner by mail of the door number so assigned. Such notice shall direct the 
property owner to display the assigned number within a period of thirty 
(30) days following receipt of notice, and henceforth, in a prominent place 
on or near the front of the building so that it can be readily seen from the 
street. Such notice shall further state that violation of such order shall 
constitute an offense for each week of violation. Any person found guilty of 
violating provisions of this ordinance shall be subject to a fine of not more 

_ than ten dollars ($10.00) for each offense. Each week in which a violation 
shall continue constitutes a separate offense under this section. Such 
notice shall advise the property owner to communicate information as to 
the number or numbers to the several utilities, the post office and others 
similarly interested.
